Miami Coal Market Easier.

Dayton, Ohio, December 1, 1902.—The coal market is 
slightly improved, as there is now more steam coal on hand 
than has been in stock for some weeks. The price has 
become somewhat easier and is gradually resuming its 
normal state. The domestic consumers can now buy for 
$4.50 in some sections of the city, though, strange as it 
seems, those who claim to handle a better quality of coal 
are still receiving $5.

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DEMAND WELL MAINTAINED. 


Complaints Heard in Many Quarters as to Delay in 
Delivery of Goods—As a Rule Mills Are 
Crowded with Orders. 








“Business is pretty good. Of course we could do more, 
but we are pretty well satisfied with trade as it is.” This 
summarized report tells the story of the state of things 
in the New York market. The situation, however, is not 
perfectly blissful. Its drawbacks consist of slow delivery 
by a number of the mills, due tothe crowded condition of 
their order books, added delay in transportation on ac- 
court of the traffic block on many lines, particularly on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and the general unwillingness 
of manufacturers to meet the requests of buyers for lower 
quotations on future business. But none of these are very 
serious impediments to trade. The freight congestion at 
Jersey City is, however, troublesome to the sellers of paper 
in this market. Other sections are also affected according 
to reports received. The weather conditions are alsc a 
bit unfavorable for active trade, especially in manilas. 
There is a good demand nevertheless for all grades of 
wrappings. But it would be better if the weather were 
only cold enough to move retailers stocks of winter goods. 
One result of the mild weather has been a slight falling 
off in the number of new orders placed with the mills. 
Prices on manilas remain unchanged. The same can be 
said for the quotations on all grades of paper and boards. 
The market on both book and writings continues strong. 
The fact is that while new business is perhaps not so 
heavy, still the mills are so full of orders that the lessened 
demand has not affected quotations as yet. This state of 
the market naturally leads up to the great question of 
prices on future business. Those with orders to place 
claim that quotations are “mellower,” as is generally the 
case around the first of the year. The manufacturers on 
their side assert that ground wood, coal, sulphite, soda, 
wages and all the other items that enter into the cost of 
paper are just as high as they have been and that there 
is no sign of a reduction in the price of any of them. 
This being so, they argue that there will be no lowering 
of quotations this winter. The situation in the news market 
The big companies are still asking 2% 
cents. Small quantities representing the uncontracted for 
product of some of the smaller mills can be bought from 
2.40 cents up. 

Brisk Demand in Holyoke.

This has given rise to a great deal of specula- 
tion as to whether they will make use of F. H. Clergue’s 
road from central Ontario points to Sault Ste. Marie, and 
whether the Canadian Northern system of Mackenzie and 
Mann, about 1,500 miles in length from Lake Superior to 
the prairies of Manitoba and the territories, will be utilized. 
In any event the striking out of the Grand Trunk through 
the northern part of Ontario will mean a great develop- 
ment of the timber and pulp country. Paper makers state 
that the increase of Canadian postal rates on books and 
pamphlets from 4 to 8cents per pound has caused a demand 
for lighter paper for catalogues. The effort is to keep the 
seed and departmental store catalogues under the pound 
weight, and where last year they were selling 45 pound 
paper for this work they are now asked for 30 pound paper. 
From this standpoint the paper makers cannot be said to 
be very much in love with the change ae

Nova Scotia Timber Deal. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, December 1, 1902——Another report of 
big timber and pulp transactions comes from the eastern 
provinces, this time from Halifax, N. S., the dis- 
patch stating that a syndicate of Pittsburg and New 
York capitalists is negotiating for the timber limits and 
mills of E. Dayison & Sons, of Bridgewater, N. S. This 
property, which is located in Lunenburg County, is thickly 
wooded with pine, spruce, hemlock and-fir and is con- 
sidered one of the most valuable wood properties in the 
Dominion. The areas lie along the banks of the La Have 
River, a deep water stream emptying into the Atlantic at 
the town of Bridgewater, where there are large mills fitted 
with up to date machinery; and also another tract of 
timber at Port Medway. It is said that the Davison prop- 
erty affords better facilities for bringing the timber to the 
mills and loading the cut at tidewater than any other in 
Nova Scotia. The timber areas comprise 210,000 acres, 
and the annual output has averaged about twenty million 
feet of sawn lumber. The American syndicate has bonded 
the property for two months, the contract price being 
$1,250,000. Cruising parties are now in the weods estimat- 
ing the quantity of lumber available, and it is believed 
that their report will be so favorable that the syndicate 
will complete the purchase. The present owners have con- 
fined their operations to lumbering, but there is an im- 
mense quantity of pulp wood on the property. The new 
company in addition to extending the lumbering work will 
operate a chain of pulp and paper mills along the La Have 
River. The syndicate is represented by F. B. Chapin, of 
New York. . E..

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TO COME BEFORE CONGRESS. 


The Docket of the Final Session of the Fifty-seventh Con- 
grcess—Measures of Much Importance to Business 
Community to Be Considered. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 29, 1902.—The docket 
for the final session of the Fifty-seventh Congress is 
crowded with measures of much importance to the busi- 
ness community, and already much serious attention is 
being given to the framing of a legislative program. 

It is believed that the Ray bill for the amendment oi 
the Federal bankruptcy law will be passed at the coming 
session. Senator Hoar, who has charge of this measure, 
expresses his opinion that it will become a law before ad- 
journment. The amendments proposed are not numerous, 
but are such as experience has demonstrated to be essen- 
tial in order that the law shall be uniform and equitable. 

It is understood that the two joint resolutions propos- 
ing an amendment to Article XVI of the Constitution so 
that hours of labor in manufacturing establishments shall 
be uniform, introduced last session by Representatives 
Lovering and Roberts, will be reintroduced and speedy 
action urged for them. Representative Lovering’s reso- 
lution provides that Congress shall have the power to 
establish uniform hours of labor in manufactories through- 
out the United States, while that of Representative Rob- 
erts provides that Congress shall have power, by appro- 
priate legislation, to limit the time during which persons 
may be daily employed in manufactories of textile fabrics 
and in other industries. 

The establishment of a new executive department to be 
known as the Department of Commerce and Industry is a 
question that will early engross the attention of Congress. 
Business men throughout the country have long urged 
the creation of such a department, and as President Roose- 
velt is known to be strongly in favor of the project, 
Congress will undoubtedly enact the necessary legislation 
without further delay. It is freely predicted that the new 
department will be a reality before the end of the current 
year, and that the President’s secretary, George B. Cortel- 
you, will be its first secretary. 

The development of the Oriental trade of the United 
States is a pet hobby of. Senator McCumber, of North 
Dakota, and during the session he will renew his agitation 
for the creation of a commission to investigate trade con- 
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ditions of the Far East. That commission, through its 
reports, says Senator McCumber, could present to the 
manufacturers of this country every fact of interest and 
importance that would tend to enhance trade opportuni- 
ties of the United States in the Orient. He proposes to 
press his measure for the erection of a building in Shang- 
hai or some other Chinese port, in which may be estab- 
lished a permanent exposition of American products, 
eventually adding many millions of dollars annually to 
our Eastern commerce. The President has lent his in- 
terest to the subject, and probably will give his support to 
any plan that may be evolved by the leaders in Congress. 
These are only a few of the important questions that 
will be considered at the session about to begin, and all 
indications point to an extremely interesting session.

In regard to the future Mr. Fiske has not as yet come 
to any conclusion. At present he is considering a few good 
offers that have already been made him. After his eighteen 
years’ service with the Chemical Mr. Fiske is reported to 
be in no hurry to make a new connection till he gets about 
what he wants. From his experience in all branches of 
mill work he is evidently pretty well equipped. 


Big Flywheel in Leather Board Mill Burst.

Crollwitzer Actien Papierfabrik, 15 per cent.; Gebriider 
Adt A.G., 6 per cent.; Maschinenbau A.G., Golzern Grim- 
ma, 6 per cent. on ordinary and 5 per cent. on preference 
shares. 


The annual production of paper and boards in France 
is estimated at 450,000 tons. The exports are said to be 
25,000 tons, and the imports 9,000 tons. Employment is 
given to 29,300 workers by 386 concerns. Common grades 
of paper are chiefly imported from Austria-Hungary, and 
the better class papers from Germany. 

A paper testing office in Germany was recently requested 
to make a test in connection with two samples of paper. 
It appears that a contract was made from year to year 
by a large publisher, who was always satisfied with the 
quality of the paper obtained from a German mill of 
established reputation. A renewal of the contract was 
under consideration, and a competitor submitted a paper, 
apparently of the same quality, at a considerable reduction 
in price. The buyer naturally was annoyed that he had 
for years past paid what he considered an inflated price. 
The original contractor, however, was sure that it was 
impossible to make a bona fide rag paper for less money 
than he quoted, and he suggested that samples of the 
paper of his own make and that of his would be competi- 
tor be submitted to an official test. It was then proved 
that the paper supplied was made from rags, and that 
quoted at an undercutting price was made from cheaper 
raw materials.

It is reported that E. Hubbard, of Chicago, who for 
several years has experimented at the Linen Company’s 
plant on spools made of paper pulp, has at last succeeded 
in his work. Officials of the American Thread Company 
have been in Holyoke, Mass., at work on the plans, but 
it is generally stated that the spools will be manufactured 
in Willimantic, Conn. 

The mason work on the Eaton-Hurlbut Paper Com- 
pany’s new three story brick office building, Pittsfield, 
Mass., wili be completed January 1, and it will be ready 
for occupancy a fortnight later. The concern is adding 
on help almost daiiy and is receiving unusually large or- 
ders, including many from Cuba and the Philippines. Of 
the about 500 employees a majority are young women, 
and the weekly pay roll amounts to over $3,000.

St. Joun, N. B., November 23, 1902.—Work on the new 
pulp mill at St. George is going along well. The industry 
will be operated by the St. George Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, a concern composed of United States capitalists who 
were attracted to the pretty Charlotte County village by 
the wonderful water power of the Magaguadavic River. 

Almost a year and a half ago James Goodfellow, of Fort 
Fairfield, N. Y.; E. G. Murphy, of Sandy Hill, N. Y., and 
E. W. Murphy, of Albany, N. Y., had their attention di- 
rected to the Magaguadavic as a possible location for the 
manufacture of pulp and paper. The fine mill will be the 
result. 

A company was organized and the necessary property 
and rights purchased. From J. Dewar & Sons were se- 
cured 50 square miles of woodlands, a steam saw mill and 
wharf privileges. At the first falls the company secured 
the water powers and lands of a number of owners, as 
well as wharf properties there, and around “the Basin.” 
Near the mill of Tayte, Meating & Co. a strong dam was 
erected in the gully. The water will be led to the wheels 
by a steel tube 475 feet long and 16 feet in diameter, a fall 
of 43 feet being provided. 

The mill is being located about 200 feet above the lower 
bridge on what was formerly the Gillmor property. It is 
a peculiarly advantageous site. The mill will be one story 
high 65x120 feet, and will have a daily capacity of 25 tons 
of pulp. At high water the output can be loaded upon 
barges at the mill doors and thus conveyed to vessels in 
the stream below. The boiler house and wood preparing 
room are to be situated at the dam. The wheels and steel 
tube were manufactured by the Jenckes Machine Company, 
of Sherbrooke, Que. The mill is to be lighted by elec- 
tricity and steam heated. In addition to supplying elec- 
tricity for its own use the company expects to develop 
about 750 horse power to be furnished to the granite works, 
whose water powers it acquired. The company can also 
furnish electric lighting for the town of St. George if de- 
sired. 

The operations are being conducted under the super- 
vision of Edward G. Murphy, who will be manager of the 
new industry. 








The building paper trade is very brisk because of the 
open season. A large volume of trade in wrapping pa- 
pers is also being done.

It-Was a Four Story Brick Building Owned by the George 
R. Dickinson Division of the American Writing 
Paper Company—Loss Probably $10,000.

The four story brick building. on Sargeant street, owned 
by the George R. Dickinson Division of the American 
Writing Paper Company, collapsed Saturday evening. The 
street wall and a part of the stock stored in the building 
were hurled into the street, completely blocking traffic for 
a short time. 

The building was used as a stock house for the storage 
of soda pulp and other stock, but at the time of the ac- 
cident the contents consisted principally of pulp. It is 
estimated that some 360 tons of this pulp was stored in 
the building, causing the floors to sag and force out the 
walls. A part of the building fell across the steam engines 
of the mill, crippling them for any immediate use. As 
iar as could be ascertained no other part of the machinery 
was badly damaged. A raft of oil barrels was constructed 
Sunday morning, and men sent up the tailrace of the 
water power plant, but no damage was discovered. 

A gang of men was put to work Sunday morning in 
removing the rolls of pulp from the débris, and while the 
rolls removed Sunday were not badly cut the coverings 
had been torn in many places, and the dust from the 
wreck had penetrated into the bundles, damaging the 
pulp. The pulp had not been removed entirely up to 
Sunday night, and the snow which fell during the night 
caused some further slight damage 

The north and east walls of the building form partition 
walls for other parts of the mill, and these remained 
standing, but the west wall, which extends above the roof 
of the adjoining building and also forms a partition wall 
from the second story down, was torn away above the 
second floor. The south wall abutting the street was 
shattered to the concrete walk. A peculiar feature of the 
accident was that the brick fell apart completely, so that 
no considerable number remained bound together by the 
mortar with which they were laid up. The structure was 
built in 1896 at the time that the mill was enlarged and 


improved, and is therefore a comparatively modern 
building. 

General Superintendents Toole and Reardon made an 
examination of the ruins as far as possible Sunday, and 
ordered the openings left in the engine room to be tempo- 
rarily boarded in. It is probable that the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company will order a full investigation into 
the accident to determine the cause, but the general belief 
now is that the building was not constructed in a manner 
suitable for carrying the load it contained, but whether 
this is the fault of the design or the construction only an 
investigation can determine. 

As far as could be learned no one was injured by the 
accident, as it occurred at a time when the employees 
were all out of that part of the mill and the street was 
very free from travelers. It is estimated that the loss will 
be about $10,000, 

The American Writing Paper Company will rebuild the 
structure as Soon as possible. FERRY

THE LOG CUT IN MAINE. 


What the Output of the Patten Section Is Estimated at 
—Whe Some of the Operators Are. 


Bancor, Me., December 1, 1902.—According to presenti 
calculations, 50,000,000 feet of lumber will be the output 
of the lumbermen operating in the vicinity of Patten 
during the present season. The largest operator is H. W 
Marsh, who, besides cutting 10,000,000 on Chamberlain, will 
cut 4,000,000 on Caucomgomoc. Marsh will employ nearly 
500 men in the seven camps and his operations will be 
among the biggest of the winter. There is about 3 
inches of snow in the woods in the Patten section and 
thus far conditions have been entirely favorable. Woods- 
men are considerably more numerous than earlier im the 
season and there is not the scarcity that was feared. 

Among the principal operators in the Patten section, 
together with the approximate amount of their cuts, are 
the following named pulp and paper companies: Great 
Northern Paper Company, Sourdnahunk, 5,000,000; Ka- 
tahdin Pulp and Paper Company, Wessatiquok, 5,000,000 ; 
Katahdin Pulp and Paper Company, Grand Lake, 3,- 
500,000. 

The log carrier built by Ayer & Marsh between Eagle 
and Chamberlain Lakes, which, by an endless chain ar- 
rangement, transports logs overland between the two 
waters, a distance of three-quarters of a mile, is now in 
operation and is proving to be satisfactory in every way. 
This is the first machine of its kind to be introduced in the 
Maine woods and a good deal of interest has been mani- 
fested in it.

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CHAT WITH JOHN Y. HENDERSON. 


Canada and Her Opportunities—The Steamship Combine— 
Alcoholic Drinks in Working Heurs—Comparisons 
Between England and the United States. 





John Y. Henderson, the senior member of the well 
known pulp house of Henderson, Craig & Co., London, 
England, came to this country recently as a member of 
the delegation from the London Chamber of Commerce to 
attend the opening of the new building of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce. He sailed for home yesterday 
morning on the Celtic, after visiting various points in the 
United States and Canada. in a brief chat before he 
sailed he said: 

“I have had a most enjoyable visit, but I am tired, for 
it has been a continual round of dinners, banquets and all 
sorts of social happenings, both here and in Canada. No,I 
have not paid much attention to business, as I did not 
come over with that idea in view. It was purely a pleasure 
trip and one that will be long remembered. 

“Canada is pushing ahead in the pulp and paper line. 
When the St. Lawrence is open all winter Canada’s pulp 
interests will spread out amazingly. Oh, yes, the St. Law- 
rence will eventually be kept open. It will take a lot of 
money to accomplish it, but it can and will be done. As 
to the money, why Canada will find that there is plenty of 
money in the mother country for investment in her borders 
just as soon as she shows that she is able to make such 
investment profitable. The question of money will not be 
a troublesome one at all. 

“We do not fear the steamship combine at all, nor do we 
fear that Mr. Morgan’s work will be disastrous to our 
shipping interests. English owners are willing to sell 
their steamships, and they will at once build bigger, faster 
and better ones to take the place of those that we sell. 
Steamship rates at present are up a little, but so far as 
I see they are not hampering trade a bit. 

“As you know, I am on the side of temperance on the 
drink question. That question is. far more important at 
home than here. The British workman drinks more than 
the United States workman, and from every point of view 
he can less afford to do so. I have looked into the ques- 


tion in the States and I find that many employers have 
adopted the rule that there shall be no beer or other 
alcoholic drinks in working hours. They say that where 
a man is handling machinery there is a greater liability 
to accidents when that man is a drinker than when he is 
not, and that, as the employer has to pay for all such 
accidents, the rule of ‘no drink in working hours’ has been 
adopted merely as a means of self protection. And that 
rule works well, and shows that there is good ground for 
its adoption. The theory that the British workman needs 
his quota of beer in order to do his work has no founda- 
tion in fact. In fact, the British workman without his beer 
can do better work both for himself and for his employer 
than with it.”

Most of them are from 
Kalamazoo, for which reason it is looked upon as another 
triumph for the city once famed for its celery, but now for 
its paper mills, that Kalamazoo men are sending their 
energies out to build up other parts of the State. W. G. 
Mather, of the Cleveland-Cliff Iron Company, has been 
elected treasurer of the company, while the president is H. 
H. Everard, president of Ihling Brothers & Everard, Kala- 
mazoo, well known stationers of that city. Frank H. Mil- 
ham, another well known Kalamazoo man, is secretary of 
the company. Mr. Milham is connected with the Bryant Pa- 
per Company, and is interested also in the Superior Paper 
Company and the Imperial Coating Mills, all of Kalama- 
zoo. Messrs. Everard and Milham are the leading cap- 
italists of that city, and have had much to do with making 
it the Holyoke of the West. Their energy and enterprise 
behind any undertaking assure its success

Chicago Box Makers End Strike.

The Box Makers’ Union concluded a peaceful agreement 
with the Box Manufacturers’ Association last Wednesday 
night, after negotiations extending over three weeks, in 
which the manufacturers attended the union meetings and 
took part in the discussion on wages. 

An agreement was signed by which 700 men will get 
increases in wages amounting to $52,500 a year. About 
1,500 men are bound by its provisions. The entire business 
of manufacturing wooden boxes in Chicago is included, 
for every manufacturer employs union men. 

The contract goes into effect January 1 and extefhds over 
a year. It is especially provided that the representatives 
of the Manufacturers’ Association and the union shall 
meet every September in the future and discuss wages. 

The negotiations were conducted with the utmost friend- 
liness on both sides and the parties authorized to sign the 
papers shook hands heartily over the successful termina- 
tion of the conference. . M.

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Imports and Exports. 


We print on the third reading page of this issue of THE 
Paper TrRapE JourNaL the returns of imports and exports 
for the month of October and for the ten months ended 
October 31, 1902, as prepared by the Treasury Department, 
together with the returns for corresponding periods in 
order that comparisons may be easily made. The relations 
of imports and exports, as shown by the figures for a 
number of months, have not been materially changed, and 
it will be seen that our exports of paper during the ten 
months period ended October 31, 1902, $6,200,165, exceeded 
the exports of the ten months period ended October 31, 
1901, $6,146,705, by only $53,460. This is not a brilliant 
rate of progress. 

In the way of paper stock our imports in October fell 
off, being only $204,656 in October, 1902, as against $232,- 
349 in October, 1901. In the ten months period, however, 
they increased, being $2,325,353 for the ten months ended 
October 31, 1902, as against $2,138,606 in the ten months 
ended October 31, 1901. 

In paper the October import showed an increase. In 
October, 1902, it was $386,028 and in October, 1901, $376,- 
665. It likewise increased in the ten months period, being 
$3,700,059. in the ten months ended October 31, 1902, as 
against $3,474,541 in the ten months ended October 31, 
1901. While we increased our imports of paper in October 
we decreased our exports. In October, 1902, we sent 
abroad paper to the value of $626,012 and in October, 1901, 
to the value of $660,776, a decrease of $34,764 in the month. 
In the ten months period we made a slight gain. In the 
ten months ended October 31, 1902, our exports of paper 
were valued at $6,200,165, and in the ten months ended 


October 31, 1901, $6,146.705—a gain, as before stated, of 
$53.460. Where we sent our paper to in the ten months 
periods referred to is shown by the following table:

Wood pulp continues to flood into the country and to 
trickle out of it. For instance, in October, 1902, we im- 
ported pulp to the value of $284,173 and in October, igor, 
to the value of $144,631, while our exports of pulp in 
October, 1902, were valued at $49,134, as against $79,085 
in October, 1901. In the ten months ended October 31, 
1902, we imported pulp to the value of $2,188,172 and in 
the ten months ended October 31, 1901, to the value of 
$1,312,174. Our exports, however, were far less. In the 
ten months ended October 31, 1902, they were valued at 
$557,037, and in the ten months ended October 31, 1901, 
at $748,054.

$3,500,000 Mortgage by Board Combination.

500,000 was filed with the recorder of Butler County, Ohio, 
last Saturday by the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany of New Jersey to the Morton Trust Company, of 
New York, to secure an issue of $3,500,000 bonds of $1,000 
each, bearing 5 per cent. interest, and payable in gold each 
year for ten years from January 19, 1903. The Ohio 
property is located in Middletown. M. V. 





Rocnester, N. Y., December 1, 1902—What might 
have been taken for an ordinary printed Government re- 
port of a department at Washington, but which turned 
out to be a mortgage for $3,500,000, was filed last Wednes- 
day afternoon in the county clerk’s office. The mort- 
gagor is the United Box and Paper Company, and the 
mortgagee is the Morton Trust Company, of New York 
city. 

The mortgage filed yesterday is a thick book of some 
200 pages, and covers all of the real estate and machinery 
and fixtures of the combination in this and other States. 
It is filed in this county because it covers the real estate 
owned by the trust in Honeoye Falls. Similar copies of 
this mortgage have been filed in every county in every 
State where any of the corporate property covered by it is 
located, 

The instrument is dated November 1, 1902, and is given 
to cover a bond issue of $3,500,000. These bonds are is- 
sued in the sum of $1,000 each, with interest coupons 
attached, bearing interest at the rate of 5 per cent. Under 
the terms of the mortgage $2,000,000 worth of these bonds 
are to be issued immediately and placed on the market.

Wriuiam H. Futter. 

William H. Fuller died suddenly on November 26 from 
pneumonia at his home, No. 64 West Fortieth street, New 
York. He was born sixty-three years ago in Barryville, 
Sullivan County, N. Y. He was graduated from Yale 
in 1861. He studied law, but never practiced it. Soon 
after leaving college he came to New York and entered 
the wall paper business.

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News From THE MILLs. 


The Menominee and Marinette Paper Company, Meno- 
minee, Mich., has let contracts for 24,000 cords of pulp 
wood. 


Napoleon Barry, employed at the Nonotuck Division of 
the American Writing Paper Company, lost three fingers 
of his left hand last week by having them crushed in the 
machinery. The man was removed to the City Hospital, 
where the members were amputated. 


It is reported that a new 40 ton sulphite plant will be 
built at Munissing, Mich. It was the impression of the in- 
formant that the plant is being built by a tannery there, 
and not by the Munissing Paper Company, and that it is 
another enterprise apart from that of the latter company. 


In the matter of the voluntary dissolution of the Orr 
Paper Company notices have been filed in the county 
clerk’s office, Troy, N. Y., that Arthur L, Andrews has 
been rétained to appear for Benton Turner, and Charles 
F. Bridge to appear for F. C. Huyck & Sons, creditors 
of the concern. 

Sheridan Jessmier, formerly of Appleton, Wis., but 
lately in the employ of the Flambeau Paper Company at 
Park Falls, Wis., met death last week as the result of an 
accident in the mill. The Flambeau people are just in- 
stalling some of their heavy machinery in the new mill, 
and Jessmier was working under a derrick, when a portion 


of it fell, cutting two large gashes in his head and crush- 
ing his right leg. He was about thirty years of age and 
leaves a widow. 


John Schmidt, twenty-five years, 113 Ripka street, 
Manayunk, Pa., was seriously injured by being caught in 
machinery at the works of the Philadelphia Paper Manu- 
facturing Company plant on Friday. His jaw was broken, 
and his skull probably fractured. He was taken to St. 
Timothy’s Hospital. 


Robertson Brothers, of Hinsdale, N. H., have recently 
purchased the other half of the land, dam and water 
power at Fullers Dam, so called, in the town of Win- 
chester Village, formerly owned by Ansel Dickinson. With 
this purchase Robertson Brothers now control the whole 
of the Ashuelot River and will next spring put up another 
paper mill to run on tissue. 


The Ontario Government issued an order in council this 
week authorizing the Sturgeon Falls Pulp Company to 
dam Lake Temagami for the purpose of securing a more 
regular water supply. The water rights of others are 
conserved and the work must be carried out in such a 
manner as the Government engineer may approve. With 
the certainty of a regular and ample water supply the 
company will be able to utilize to the fullest extent the 
large additional plant now being rushed to completion, 
and in February next it expects to be turning out paper 
and will not afterward sell any more pulp, except to com- 
plete contracts. Recently the company had offers of orders 
for large quantities of paper from New York, and it is 
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expected that the plant at present under construction will 
have to be considerably added to next summer. 


The International Paper Company is making some im- 
portant changes in the methods of getting spruce logs for 
making pulp. For many years it has cut logs in both 
the Ammonoosuc Valley in New Hampshire on its land, 
and in the White River Valley in Vermont, principally in 
the towns of Pittsfield and Rochester. Last year about 
5,000,000 feet were cut in each place and, as in former 
years, the logs came to Bellows Falls in two drives this 
spring. This season the company is not cutting any tim- 
ber in Vermont, and will not have a drive from the White 
River next spring. It is cutting about seven million in 
the Ammonoosuc lands this year, which will come down 
the river in one drive next spring, and the land in that 
locality will next year have been all cut over once. The 
company has been cutting about ten years there, and the 
section first cut over is now grown so it will be available 
again in about five years from the small timber left 
upon it.

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BRITISH PAPER TOPICS. 


Paper Market Firmer—An Irish Mill Sold to Diamond Match 
Company—Year’s Showing by the St. John 
Sulphite Pulp Company—Pulp Prices. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
Lonpon, November 20, 1902.—There are some encour- 
aging signs in the paper market. Prices are firmer and 
the demand has improved. Competition from America 


is less, the receipts of goods from that country being ~ 


considerably less. There is plenty of Scandinavian paper 
in the market, however. The whole market shows im- 
provement, 

It is reported that the Diamond Match Company has 
purchased the mill of the Leinster Paper Company, Lim- 
ited, near Dublin, Ireland. It is also said that the new 
owner will run the mill on boards. 

Reports received here show that the St. John Sulphite 
Company, Limited, Mispec, New Brunswick, made a loss 
on the year’s working of £3,458 16s., and that after de- 
ducting the sum of £2,269 5s. 7d. carried forward from 
last year, there 1s a balance of £1,189 10s, 5d, at the debit 
of profit and loss. The directors state that this unfor- 
tunate result is entirely due to the depressed state of the 
trade, and to the unprecedentedly low price of pulp. No 
dividend can in consequence be paid on either class of 
shares (1,500 £10 § per cent. cumulative preference, and 
4,500 £10 ordinary shares—é60,000). The directors are 
glad to report signs of improvement in the trade, and are 
hopeful that the depression will soon pass over. They 
are of opinion that the company has a good future be- 
fore it. 

Chemical fibre is very quiet, there being practically no 
business doing in it. Reports from Christiania show that 
small parcels of mechanical wet have been cleared out at 
Kr. 30 f. o. b., while for next years deliveries there are 
offers to buy at Kr. 28 to Kr. 30, and in a few instances 
at Kr. 32. For mechanical dry, next year’s deliveries, 
makers have received offers at Kr. 67.50 f. o. b.

Paper Machine Specifications by Cable. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Watertown, N. Y., December 2, 1902.—The enterprise 
of American manufacturers of paper making machinery 


probably was never better exemplified than through the 
taking and filling of an order for a Swedish concern by 
the Bagley & Sewall Company, of this city, referred to in 
last week’s Paper TrapeE JouxknNAt. This order was ob- 
tained by S. D. Lansing, secretary of the Bagley & Sewall 
Company, in competition with German and English 
manufacturers, and one of the features was the transmis- 
sion by cable of complete specifications for a 112 inch Four- 
drinier. This is probably the first time that specifications 
involving so much detail were ever sent over an Atlantic 
cable, yet they reached Watertown correct in every par- 
ticular, a special code arranged by Mr. Lansing being used. 
Seventeen days after the specifications were received John 
Feuger-Krog, managing director of the concern at Frovi, 


Sweden, for which the machine is being made, arrived 


here in company with Mr. Lansing and found the drawings 
complete and his machine partly built. Very naturally the 
promptness with which his order was being filled surprised 
Mr. Feuger-Krog, who became impressed with the idea 
that Americans do nearly as much in a day as most 
European manufacturers do in a week. By the time the 
manager of the Frovi concern reaches home the last of this 
month the greater part of the machine ordered by him 
on October 27 will be ready for shipment. Besides the 
order from the Swedish company the Bagley & Sewall 
Company is busy turning out the five 160 inch machines 
for the White Mountain Paper Company and have orders 
ahead for about ninety pulp grinders and wet machines.

Settlers in the Temiskaming District. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, November 29, 1902.—One of the most 
important events in the history of New Ontario took place 
yesterday, when Hon. E. J. Davis, Commissioner of Crown 
Lands, sent out in one batch over 6,000 certificates to Cana- 
dian veterans, entitling them to 160 acres each in the 
Temiskaming and other districts recently thrown open. 
When it was first decided to recognize the services of 
Canadian citizen soldiers by a grant of a farm each, it was 
supposed that about 1,000 at the outside would apply. In- 
stead of that the department received about 18,000 applica- 
tions, and a few are still coming in. As the grant was re- 
stricted to those who had actually seen service in the field 
in defense of Canada, many applicants were unsuccessful, 
and it has taken a force of clerks nearly two years to make 
the necessary examinations and winnow out the unqual- 


ified candidates. A few applications have yet to be de- 
cided, but the bulk having been settled, the Minister had 
all the certificates mailed on the same day to the success- 
ful veterans, so that all would have an equal chance in 
the selection of their farms, which would not have been 
the case had the certificates been given out from day to 
day as they were passed. The veteran gets his land free, 
while other settlers must pay the Government 50 cents per 
acre in instalments, but the veteran must do his settle- 
ment duties as weil as the ordinary land seeker. While 
a good many of the veterans will only develop their 
lands for the purpose of selling them later on when they 
have secured an absolute title, this sending out of certifi- 
cates will bexthe beginning of a very large movement of 
population to New Ontario for the purpose of making 
homes for themselves. In cases where the veteran does 
not want it for himself, he wants it for a son or a relative, 
and many who are now profitably engaged in the busy 
mills and factories in Canada are looking forward to re- 
tiring to a farm of their own should hard times come 
along and deprive them of work. This, along with the 
building of the Temiskaming and Northern Railway, will 
mean a very large influx of prospectors and choppers into 
the woods this winter and next season, with a consequent 
increase in the amount of pulp wood got out. i. 


Colin Gardner Paper Company Will Not Build. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, December 1, 1902.—A dispatch from Ap- 
pleton, Wis., states that C. B. Pride & Co., of that city, are 
preparing plans for a large paper mill, to be erected at 
Middletown by the Colin Gardner Paper Company; that 
the mill would be a two machine plant at the outset and 
would cost $250,000; that later on the company would 
double the size of the plant at an additional cost of $300,- 
ooo. It was also reported that the company would experi- 
ment in making paper from corn stalks and wild grasses. 
The proposition seemed such a big one that the reliability 
of the report was questioned and when it was brought to 
President Gardner’s attention by your correspondent he 
said: “With reference to the dispatch would say there is 
absolutely no truth whatever in what was said.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


A Method of Bleaching Paper Pulp Invented in Scotland— 
Paper Maker’s Stuff Chest the Invention of a 
Maine Paper Maker. 

Robert Charles Menzies, of Musselburgh, Scotland, has 
been granted patent No. 714,216, on a method of bleaching 
paper pulp. 

“In bleaching paper pulp in open vessels the bleaching 
agents employed are commonly in large measure dissipated 
in fumes or vapor,”’ says the inventor, “and a consequently 
larger portion must be used than is requisite to effect the 
bleaching process. Moreover, considerable power is ex- 
pended in the mechanical operation of mixing or incorpo- 
rating the bleach with the pulp, especially as carried on in 
breaking engines or hollanders or like machines.” 

The object of the invention is to effect the process with 
a minimum of bleaching agent and with less expenditure 
of power. 

The accompanying drawings illustrate in plan at Fig. 1 








fia 2 








Arranged longitudinally of each chamber and supported 
in suitable bearings in the end walls of the chest are two 
shafts 5 and. 6, each of which carries a plurality of beater 
or stirrer arms 7, alternately disposed at right angles to 
each other. These beaters are disposed diagonally to their 
shafts, and the disposition of the beaters on one shaft is 
opposite to that on the other, whereby under rotation the 
beaters in one chamber propel the stock to the rear of the 
chest and those in the other chamber propel it to the front, 
thereby keeping up a continuous circulation of the stock 
throughout the entire chest. As is well known, there is 
a tendency in all paper stock for the heavier portions 
thereof to sink to the bottom of the chest and for a con- 
siderable quantity of it to bank up in the corners at the 
respective ends of the chest. To obviate this defect, at 
one end of each of the shafts, close to the end and op- 
posite the passageway between the two chambers, there 
is affixed a stirrer or lifter 8, the arms of which are dis- 
posed parallel with their shafts. It will be seen by ref- 
erence to Fig. 1 that when the stock in chamber 2 reaches 
the rear end thereof the lifter at that point will pick up 
the stock and force it over into the chamber 3, cleanly

and in elevation at Fig. 2 an arrangement of ap- 
paratus suitable for carrying out the bleaching process. 
This apparatus comprises a number of fluid tight drums 
or vessels a a, whose lower ends are contracted and con- 
nected at a’ to a common inlet and discharge pipe b, fitted 
with cocks or valves ¢. An air or gas compressor d is 
provided to charge a large air vessel e, which is connected 
by a pipe /, having branches f’ furnished with cocks con- 
nected to each vessel a. Another pipe g, connected to the 
vessels a, serves to discharge these vessels either to the at- 
mosphere at g’ or to the air compressor d, as shown. 

In carrying out the process the pulp mixed with the 
bleaching agent is delivered into one or more of the vessels 
a through the inlet b’ or valve c. The.valve or valves ¢ 
is or are closed, and air above atmospheric pressure is 
forced through the pipes f f’ into the vessel a, the air 
pressure being maintained throughout the bleaching proc- 
ess. ° 

During the progress of the bleaching operation the valves 
c of any two of the vessels a may be opened, sd that by 
the air pressure the contents of one vessel are forced 
through the bottom end of the vessel @ and upward into 
an adjoining vessel a, whereby the pulp is agitated and 
more effectually mixed with the bleach and air or gas. 
The air or gas from the air vessel ¢ is then applied under 
pressure to the vessel a, to which the pulp has been trans- 
ferred. 

The transference of the pulp may be effected from vessel 
to vessel throughout the series, and finally the pulp is dis- 
charged into a vat A. 


Fred Warren McKenney, of Lisbon Fall, Me., has been 
granted patent No. 714,391 on a paper maker's stuff chest. 

The object of the invention is in a simple, practical, 
thoroughly efficient, and inexpensive manner to effect rapid 
and thorough circulation of paper stock within the chest 
and to obviate an output of uneven consistency, whereby 
the paper resulting from the stock treated by the machine 
of this invention will be of superior quality on account of 
its uniformity in character. 

Fig. I is a view in plan, partly in section, of a machine 
constructed in accofdance with the present invention. 
Fig. 2 is a view in transverse. section. 

Referring to the drawings, 1 designates the chest or 
tank, a rectangular structure of any desired length and 
width and divided into two semicircular bottomed cham- 
bers 2 and 3, separated by a partition 4, that terminates 
short at each end of the chest, as shown in Fig. 1, in order 
to permit a continual circulation around and around the 
chest, the ends of the partition where they merge into 
the bottoms being curved, ‘as at 5, to obviate the presenta- 
tion of an obstruction to the free passage of the stock in 
its circular movement. 


removing all the stock at that point, and the stirrer op- 
posite the lifter just described will immediately start to 
impart an onward movement to the stock until it reaches 
the rear end of the chamber 3, when the lifter at that end 
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Paper MAKer’s Sturr CHEST. 


will operate in the manner described to force the stock 
back into the chamber 2. 

As will be seen by reference to Fig. ‘2, the stirrers and 
lifters work close to the bottom, sides, and ends of the 
chambers, and thereby positively prevent the accumulation 
of any heavy stock at those points. 

Each shaft carries exteriorly of one end a gear wheel 9, 
which meshes with a pinion 10, carried by a shaft 11, 
having mounted upon it a pulley 12, around which passes 
a belt to a suitable: source of power. 

The chest is provided with a cover 13,, having lon- 


‘gitudinal openings 14, through which stock may be fed 


to the chest and through which it may be removed. 

‘It is to be understood that instead of having both of 
the chambers and the agitating and lifting means therein 
of the same dimensions there may be a “difference in “the 
proportion of the parts—that is to say, gne of the chambers 
and its contained mechanism may be smaller than the 
other—and as this will be readily understood detailed il- 
lustration thereof is deemed unnecessary. 


NOTES ON RESINATES. 


H. C. Standage Presents Some Memoranda, Following His 
Paper Reprinted in Last Week’s Paper 
Trade Journal. 








It has been noted that the higher the atomic weights 
of the combined metal the harder and more insoluble is 
the resinate obtained with it; such resinates therefore ap- 
proach much closer to the qualities and conditions of a 
true gum resin. 

The properties of resinates of lime are very. similar to 
those of resinates of magnesia, but it is only feebly solu- 
ble in methylated spirit. Its principal use is as a substi- 
tute for gum resin in making oil varnishes, and, as in the 
case of resinate of magnesia, the siccative properties are 
only obtained by adding 1 or 2 per cent. of resinate of 
manganese. The best solvents for resinate ot magnesia 
are the light coal tar oils; it is also soluble in concentrated 
alcohol, and can therefore be used in making spirit var- 
nishes, as it dissolves easily in hot linseed oil; it may also 
be employed as substitutes for gum resins of an inferior 
quality in making oil varnishes. As the varnish thus ob- 
tained has no drying properties, 1 or 2 per cent. of a dryer, 
such as the resinate or linoleate of manganese, should be 
added. 

The principal use of resinate of zinc is as a substitute 
for gum resins; it has little or no drying power as a var- 
nish, and is very difficult to dissolve in volatile solvents; 
it is soluble, nevertheless, in linseed oil. It is not certain 
the resinate of zinc has much advantage over resinate of 
lime as a substitute for gum resin, and it has the disad- 
vantage of costing more. Manganese resinate dissolves 
in hot linseed oil and in the light coal tar oils. It pos- 
sesses highly energetic siccative properties; 3 to 4 per 
cent. dissolved in rosin oil gives a product which may be 
used as substitute for linseed oil, whereas a much smaller 
quantity disselved in crude linseed oil, either directly or 
by solution to begin with in the light tar oils, augments 
the siccative properties of the linseed oil in a remarkable 
manner. This resinate gives better result in its applica- 
tion when it is obtained by precipitation than when it is 
made by simple fusion. It is more homogeneous and has 
less tendency to contain impurities. It should be dried at 
a very mild heat, and, as it turns brown on a long ex- 
posure to the air, this stage of its manufacture should be 
hastened as much as possible. 

The best way to do this is to place the resinate in a 
moderately warm current of air; if the resinate has to be 
dissolved in naphtha and employed in this form as a 
drier, there is no need to dry it out completely. 

Process of Bleaching Rosin.—There are many processes 
adopted for removing the color from rosin, chief of which 
are the following: 

(a) Distilling the rosin with superheated steam. 

(b) Melting the rosin, passing a stream of chlorine gas 
over it, souring with sulphuric acid, then washing the 
soured rosin in boiling wate and finally in water con- 
taining nitric acid, then again washing in clean water to 
clear it of all traces of these acids. 

(c) Heat the rosin with a solution of chloride of sodi- 
um (common salt), then add a solution of chromic acid 
or bichromate of potash, or of soda and sulphuric acid, 
finally washing in water to which a little ammonia has 
been added. 

(d) Pass a current of chlorine gas across a solution of 
rosin in caustic soda, and precipitate the rosin with an 
acid or metallic salt. 

(e) Heat the rosin with zinc dust, with or without the 
addition of bisulphite of soda, or with oxide of manga- 
nese or bichromate of potash; in either case finish off by 
filtering through sand. 

(f) Heat the rosin for one or two hours with 5 per 
cent. of chloride of zinc, then add 12 per cent. of bichro- 
mate of potash in powder. The mass is filtered after re- 
cooling to 212° Fahr. This is one of the best processes, 
but rather costly. 

(g) Heat the rosin with sulphuric acid under pressure 
in a vessel éapable of resisting a pressure of 15 pounds 
and provided with an inlet for superheated steam; the 
rosin is melted, and when"its pressure amounts to about 
10 parts the sulphuric acid is introduced and the whole is 
heated for an hour, after which it is cooled and washed 
with cold water. 

By some of these bleaching processes the rosin is great- 
ly altered, and its constituents approach nearly those of a 
gum resin.

Clayton Beadle’s New Line of Experiments—Comments 
on Tabulated Results—The Rate and Direction 
of the Stuff’s Travel. 


(Continued from TheePaper Trade Journal, November 27.) 


When the cost of the horse power hour is known for 
any particular mill —(a) the cost for friction of engine and 
shaiting; (6) for friction of empty beater; (c) for the ciz- 
culation of the stuff and for the beating proper, including 
the friction of bars against the bedplate, can be easily ar- 
rived at by a simple calculation, provided that the Hol- 
lander is similar in type to the above, and worked with 
similar materials. 

Table IV gives us figures which we have not been able 
to obtain in previous parts. It distinguishes between the 
circulation and the beating. It will be noticed that the 
power required for circulating and agitating the stuff in 
the beater is 385 per cent., a much larger item of cost 
than for friction of the empty beater, which is 9.3 per cent. 
of total. It will furthermore be noticed that the beating 
proper, together with the friction of bars against the bed- 
plate, absorbs 41.9 per .cent. of the total power, and only 
slightly more than the power absorbed by circulation and 
agitation of the stuff. 

It is possible that I shall be able to show hereafter how 
to distinguish between the circulation and the agitation of 
the stuff by a few simple observations and a simple cal- 
culation, which can be done in almost any mill, But in 
order to make these figures of practical value, it would be 
far more useful to have the full data as contained in Table 
III of this part, for the purposes of comparison. 

There is little doubt in my mind, from the few rough 
observations I have already made, that the power required 
for the actual circulation of the stuff round the Hol- 
lander, which can be gauged by the power necessary to 
raise the stuff from the height of the bedplate to the level 
of the back fall, is very small in comparison to the amount 
of power absorbed in agitating and churning the stuff 
about. 

On referring to a preceding article it will be noticed that 
the amount of power absorbed in overcoming the friction 
of the engine and shafting was very much greater than in 
the case which we have now under consideration. In the 
former case, Part II, the amount of power required to 
overcome the friction of the engine and shafting was 21.5 
per cent, of the whole, whereas in this case it is only 10.3 
per cent. of the whole. 

As above stated, it is possible to arrive at the amount of 
power consumed in the actual circulation of the stuff in 
the Hollander by a very simple process. It can be done 
in the following manner—one which I have roughly tried. 

To perform properly it is necessary to stand over the 
beater and note the time the stuff takes to travel, say, 
exactly half round the beater, or to make one complete 
revolution. Of course, as we all know, the stuff makes a 
revolution much faster against the midfeather than it 
does against the outside edge; this is chiefly due to the 
fact that the distance it has to traverse is about double at 
the outside to what it is against the midfeather. An ex- 
amination of a plan of a Hollander will make this evident. 
If the seuff travels at a uniform rate throughout its width, 


and assuming that the distance on the inside travel is one- 
half of what it is on the outside, the stuff on the inside 
would travel round twice to every once on the outside, and 
the stuff in the centre would travel at an intermediate 
pace. This is a distinct disadvantage from the point of 
view of uniform beating. . 

To time its travel it is a very good plan to put some 
mark on the surface of the stuff. I would suggest the fol- 
lowing plan for obtaining accurate information on the 
subject of circulation: Take the line of travel (a) at the 
outside (b) at the centre and (c) against the midfeather. 
This should be done fifteen minutes after filling in, again 
when the stuff is half beaten, and finally a few minutes 
before the stuff is discharged from the beater. From this 
calculate the mean rate of travel. 


In order to ascertain whether the stuff on the surface is 
traveling at the same rate as the stuff near the bottom of 
the beater a stick should be inserted vertica!ly in the thick 
stuff to within a few inches of the bottom, and left to 
travel round. It should be noted whether the stick has a 
tendency to incline either toward the flow of the stuff or 
in the opposite direction. The extent to which the stick 
inclines would indicate the difference in the flow between 
the surface and the body of the stuff. If there is little or 
no difference, it is unnecessary to make allowance for same 
in the calculation; but if the inclination is very marked, 
the angle should be noted. for a given travel round the 
beater, and due allowance made. A very good idea can be 
got of the time the flow is passing round the beater when 
the color is added; but it is important that observations 
should be made not only at the close of the beating but 
also at the commencement, and when the beating is half 
accomplished. 


The next observation is to note the difference between 
the height of the bedplate and the mean height of the 
stuff as it passes over the back fall. This should be done 
at the same time as the rate of travel is noted. Finally, it is 
necessary at the close of the beating to take a bottle of the 
stuff, care being taken that an average sample is removed ; 
in this, the amount of dry weight of stuff determined by 
drying down and burning. The dry weight less ash will 
give the fibrous matter. We must also note the dry weight 
of furnish of the beater. Supposing, for the sake of argu- 
ment, the beater was known to contain 4 hundredweight 
of dry fibrous stuff in addition to mineral matter, and a 
sample of beaten stuff, on drying down, was found to con- 
tain 6 per cent. of total dry weight, 1 per cent. of which 
was mineral matter. This would show that there was 5 
per cent. of fibrous matter; in other words, that the pro- 
portion of fibrous matter to the total weight in the beater 
is as I is to 20. If, then, the beater is known to be furnished 
with 4 hundredweight of dry stuff, the total weight in the 
beater would be 80 hundredweight. 

By arriving at the mean time that the stuff took to make 
the complete revolution in the beater, as explained above, 
and knowing the total capacity of the beater by perform- 
ing the above experiment, and also knowing the mean 
height between the bedplate and the stuff flowing over 
the back fall, we could determine, by a very simple calcu- 
lation, the number of foot pounds per minute exerted by 
the beater roll in raising the stuff from the level of the 
bedplate to that of the back fall, from which we could 
calculate the horse power used up in actual circulation. 

This figure, divided by 33,000, would give us the horse 


power per minute, and, multiplied by sixty, would give us 
the horse power per hour. Taking into consideration the 
output of the beater, we can arrive at the horse power 
per hour consumed in circulation per hundredweight of 
stuff beaten. 

This plan of procedure sounds somewhat complicated, 
but it is easier, perhaps, to perform than to describe, and 
is by no means difficult for anybody to perform when the 
general principles are grasped. It can be easily seen that 
the actual amount of power required to circulate a Hol- 
lander is equal to the foot pounds required to lift stuff 
over the back fall. 

In the foregoing results it is impossible to distinguish 
between the power required for beating the wood pulp 
and beating the rag, as the indications are done on the 
engine with all the beaters running. It took about three 
and a half hours to bring the wood pulp to the necessary 
degree of fineness, and about four and a half hours for 
the rag pulp. But I consider the chief point about these 
trials is the figure for the proportion of power consumed 
for circulation and agitation. 

The amount of power consumed when the five beater 
rolls were running off the plate in water was 38.5 horse 
power, and when running in average beaten stuff was 71.5. 

It will be noticed, therefore, that the consumption of 
power in beaten stuff is 85.7 per cent. greater than when 
the rolls are running in water alone. This does not agree 
with the results obtained by the Continental authority 
who was cited in previous parts of these articles, although 
it does not necessarily run counter to it. What the Con- 
tinental authority stated was that the roll running in 
thick beaten stuff absorbed less power than a roll running 
in water only; but it is possible that the thickness of the 
beaten stuff was so great as to draw under the roll very 
slowly at the commencement of the beating, and it seems 
to me very probable that the beater when first finished, if 
the stuff is moving very slowly indeed, would, if ‘the roll 
was off the plate, consume less power than if the beater 
were full of water, although, when the stuff gets further 
beaten, the’power consumption for circulation is increased, 
in consequence partly of the increased rate of travel and 
partly to the stuff finding a higher level in front of the 
roll. 

No definite conclusion, however, can be arrived at on 
this point without a further series of experiments.

On their return 
they must hand in reports on the particular operations 
which they studied. This field work is intended to sup- 
plement the course of lectures on lumbering given at the 
school by Roy L. Marston. 

The men will scatter widely. Three will go to Mars- 
ton’s camp, near Greenville, Me.; two to the Adirondacks; 
one to Michigan; one to North Carolina; two to Georgia 
and South Carolina; one will be in the camp of the Wil- 
son Cypress Company, near Welaka, Southern Florida, 
and one will visit the camps of the Kirby Lumber Com- 
pany, Kirbyville, Tex.

PAPER.—The demand for paper in the New York 
market is on the whole somewhat better than the average 
for this season of the year. Owing to the activity of gen- 
eral retail trade Manilas are just now moving better than 
the other grades. But there ig also a good demand for 
Book and Writings. In fact the jobbing trade is in pretty 
satisfactory condition, everything considered. News paper 
continues scarce and high. Spécialties in paper and Boards 
are also in active demand. Glazed papers and Cardboard 
of various kinds are particularly active. Business in 
Boards is reported very good. Slow delivery from the 
board mills is complained of. In regard to prices the re- 
port this week is that there is no change on any of the 
grades as yet; still the feeling of the market is that mill 
quotations are just a bit rhore “mellow” than they have 
been. The explanation for this is the allegation that the 
volume of new business is not as heavy as it was last 
month. As the first of the year approaches, the demand is 
expected to show a gradual falling of.
